2. Claims 1 and 3-5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails 
to teach or reasonably suggest, "wherein the refractive surface has a low-order aspheric 
profile z satisfying the following Equation: z(r) = cr 2 /^ +SQRT(1 -(1 +k)c 2 r 2 +Ar 4 +Br 6 +Cr 8 
+Dr 10 , wherein c is a curvature of the refractive surface, k is a conic coefficient greater 
than 0" as set forth in the claimed combination. Claims 3-5 are also allowable based 
upon their dependence on claim 1 .

The prior art of record, Morris et al teaches a hybrid lens comprising a refractive 
surface and a diffractive surface, the diffractive surface designed by a sag satisfying the 
Equation for sag. However, the prior art of record does not teach that the refractive 
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surface has a low-order aspheric profile z satisfying the following Equation: z(r) = 
c^/l+SQRTO-O+kJcV 2 +Ar 4 +Br 6 +Cr 8 +Dr 10 , wherein c is a curvature of the refractive 
surface, k is a conic coefficient greater than 0 and there is no teaching or motivation to 
modify this difference as derived.
